LONDON— Never since the close of the 
Boer war have there been such scenes in 
South Africa as have been enacted to- 
day. Sixty thousand men of the mil- 
itia and citizens’ forces are mobilizing 
with extraordinary rapidity and officers 
like Dewet and Delarey, whose names 
were famous in those days have placed 
themselves unconditionally at General 
Botha’s disposal.

RHODE ISLAND HAS 
PLANS TO PROTECT 
SUPPLY OF CLAMS 


PROVIDENCE, R. I.—Lews designed 
to protect clams and quahaugs are re 
commended in the annua] report of the 
shellfish commission which is to be pre- 
sented to the general assembly in a few 
days. It is also proposed that the 
scallop season should be shortened by 
two months. 

The commission finds that scallops are 
frequently caught in the Massachusetts 
sections of Narragansett bay illegally 
and brought across the state line into 
Rhode Island to be sold. The wording of 
the Rhode Island law is such, it is stated, 
that this cannot be stopped. Clearer and 
more definite fish laws are asked. 

It is pointed out that whereas a few 
years ago clams were plentiful, it is now 
extremely hard to find native clams in 
large quantities. It is proposed that the 
commission be authorized to close to 
shell fish catching for certain periods por- 
tions of the ground under the waters of 
the bay at places adapted to clam propa- 
gation.

Coasts recent years undergone quite a change in 
management, and one generally supposed to 
be for the better. ,An act of Congress, 
approved June 17, 1910, discontinued the United States lighthouse 
board, organized in 1852. This board was composed of officers 
of the navy and of the corps of engineers of the. army, with a 
civilian member and the secretary of commerce and labor, to which 
department the work was assigned, as president ex officio. The 
aim of reorganization was to secure a simpler and more direct sys- 
tem of administration. The act provided for a bureau of light- 
houses in the department of commerce and labor which should 
assume all the duties of the discontinued board. That bureau now 
employs a force of almost 6000 persons and has an annual expendi- 
ture approximating $6,000,000. 

It has control over practically all “aids to navigation,’ and 
these include no fewer than 4036 lights and 8046 unlighted buoys 
and signals. It would seem that over 12,000 “aids” along these 
coasts—the Great lakes and numerous navigable rivers being 
included—would afford reasonable protection, but experience 
teaches that beacons cannot be too many. Additions to their num- 
ber are constantly being made. Recently a phase peculiarly charac- 
teristic of the United States service has been taken up. It is known 
even to school children that the Alaskan coast line stretches across 
the North Pacific almost to the continent of Asia. It is not so 
well known, however, that with the upbuilding of the Pacific states 
and provinces commerce has greatly increased on the sea bordered 
by this coast. There have within the last few years been many 
impressive reminders of the necessity of large expenditures upon 
new lighthouses on the Alaska seaboard. The Pacific Northwest 
of the United States is calling for them now. Unquestionably they 
will be provided, and the time is within measurable distance when 
the Alaskan will be as well lighted as the Washington, Oregon and 
California coasts. 

So much is involved in the faithful and efficient administration 
of the lighthouse service that any investigation into its conduct 
naturally creates much interest. Of far greater public concern, 
however, than any mistakes that may have been made in the past 
are the steps that have been taken to remedy them for the present 
and for all the future. 


It 1s going to be a matter of historic interest that the first boat 
of any kind to pass through the Panama canal was a mud scow and 
the first vessel to go through under its own steam an old French ship 
with three cranes.

rules as to expenditure of the proceeds, but the court’s review is 
confined to the point of the issue of stock involving the overturn 
of the full-value principle. This was enough for one decision to 


* accomplish. 


The public’s interest in preservation of the law that says that 
when stock is issued the full proceeds shall reach the treasury of 
the company is not in doubt. The railroad treasury is a public 
treasury to the extent that what it fails to receive from one source 
must be made up from another, and that the patrons of the road 
have to supply it. The feature of the $67,000,000 bond issue which 
‘eads to its rejection by the court was that the buyer of the bond 
would have the privilege of exchanging it for stock after ten years 
at par. No public service commissioner is given the power to know 
that New Haven stock will not be worth more than par at that 
time. There was the possibility that the public would be deprived 
of its rights while the bond-owner exercised his reserved privilege 
of getting stock at a special price. 

Happily this decision puts no hardship upon the new manage- 
ment of the New Haven which, with a prudence that dates from 
taking over the concern, had provided in another way for the press- 
ing needs left upon its hands. In passing, it is worth noting that 
the court’s decision is not followed by an outburst of denunciation 
and wail of distress. The court is not attacked with false accusa- 
tion that it is legislating. The better day has come when the merits 
of the case are recognized, when railroad officials are seeking to 
obey the law, when indirection gives place to straightforwardness 
with the public. None the less, there still seems to be need of 
‘nstruction to the supervisors of railroads, the public service com- 
missioners, that the laws framed to prevent exploiting the public 
for the benefit of the investors are not to be defied, avoided or con- 
fused. This the supreme court does in a decision that is graphic 
in its review of the case and monumental in its importance. 
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THE aang of a remnant of the hull of a | 
sixteenth century ship at Woolwich is an || ‘fers 
archeological Seewvary of considerable | Identifying 
importance. It is at the same time charac- 
teristic of the Bumbledom of British official- 
dom that, so far from either the Admiralty 
or the local borough council showing any 
desire to save the relic for the nation, they 
seem consumed with a desire to throw every 
conceivable obstacle in the way. Yet, if the 
hull could be recovered, and the ship reconstructed, it would be an 
interesting and notable achievement in naval archeology. Of all 
the long line of famous British ships, the Victory, swinging at 
anchor.in Portsmouth harbor, is the only survivor. The Victory, 
however, is a late eighteenth century ship, and a reconstructed Tudor 
ship, preserved at Woolwich or Plymouth, would certainly acquire 
an interest second only to it. 

When it comes to finding a name for it, however, it is neces- 
sary to confess to a little skepticism. One does not lightly differ 
from Seymour Lucas or Mr. Fyers, but for obvious reasons it 
is dificult to see how it is possible to say that the newly discovered 
ship is the Great Harry or the Pelican. The Great Harry seems 
to have been a sort of sixteenth century equivalent for the modern 
Dreadnought. It was used to denote the most powerful ships of 
the day, such as the Regent or the Harry Grace a Dieu. Both these 
ships were of a thousand tons, but the Pelican or Golden Hind was 
of quite a different class. Although she was the flagship of that 
amazing squadron with which Drake sailed round the world and 
sacked the Spanish main, she was only a hundred tons, the remain- 
ing ships being respectively eighty, fifty, thirty and fifteen. It is 
plain, therefore, for more reasons than one, that if the Woolwich 
ship is the Harry Grace a Dieu, she is not the Pelican. Still, if she 
is either, which is the more probable? There can scarcely be any 
question, the former. 

The Pelican, we know, was moored in Deptford creek. The 
Harry Grace a Dieu was burned at Woolwich in 1553, though not 
necessarily entirely destroyed. The timbers of the recovered ship 
show a beam of forty feet, which would necessitate a vessel of 
certainly a thousand tons. Moreover the shed built, when “the 
great Eliza” was queen, to cover the Pelican, was only twenty-four 
feet in width and into this a vessel of forty feet beam could never 
have been floated. The Pelican, we know, in Tudor times was 
preserved as a kind of inn and was certainly in existence when 
“Old Rowley” was king by the grace of God. The facts, therefore, 
are solidly against the Pelican. If the Woolwich discovery is a 
Tudor ship, and there seems no doubt of this, it is almost certainly 
the Harry Grace a Dieu. 


One of the things about man that woman 
does not know is the quiet internal amuse- 
ment he gets out of pincushions. He sel- 
dom says anything in this connection that 
would give her a clew; he seldom arouses her 
suspicion by smiling when conversation in 
the home for any reason touches upon the 
pincushion.

Then, 
and at all other times when anything new in the pincushion line 
finds its way to a dresser to which he has access, he feels and acts 
as one who is really getting a great deal more out of existence than 
he is willing to admit. And it is on such occasions that his self- 
control is tested. He is tempted to tell others why he is so inter- 
nally merry. He is tempted even to tell his wife. To yield, of 
course, would be to spoil everything. 

Among men there is current a legend to the effect that once a 
man who for years had enjoyed pincushions felt that he could no 
longer keep his satisfaction to himself. He thought about the mat- 
ter until he convinced himself that he owed it to his wife as a dutv 
to tell her of his secret joy and to reveal the secret of it. As the 
legend runs, he took her into his confidence. That very evening, 
for the first time in all his married life, he found pins in the pin- 
cushion; the charm was broken and he seldom smiled again. 

It is possible, of course, that some men have actually gone so 
far as to ask their wives tinndly what pincushions are for: but it 
may be taken for granted that the great majority of men carry pins 
home from the office stuck in the inside of their waistcoats or coats 
and are not only perfectly content to find in their homes pincushions 
that are never used to hold pins, but get so much enjoyment from 
the experience that they would not have it changed.

States. For diplomatic and quasi-diplomatic reasons, the custom 
was established, he claims, quite as much as for any high regard 
for intellectual ideals or a desire to make contemporary academic 
life more cosmopolitan in its type—which it undoubtedly is so far 
as student enrolment goes. 

_But this critic admits that under the pressure of necessity the 
process already has taken on a more intellectual and scholastic tone, 
and that the earlier efforts to provide popular lecturers with reputa- 
tions for personal charm and persuasive ways are now being 
changed and men of more eminence as thinkers and scholars are 
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being chosen. This so far as Europeans and Americans are con- 
cerned. As for the Japanese, it is to insist on the highest possible 
standards of choice that the Yale proféssor writes with all the 
authority of his intimate knowledge of American academic and 
popular currents of thought and feeling. 

Professor Asakawa naturally extols the scholastic achieve- 
ments of professors fitted to do the intermediary work between 
alien peoples and he does well to emphasize the point in that way. 
lf, for any reason, Japanese academic circles have come to dis- 
parage American scholarship as compared with German, !t is stra- 
‘egically important that representatives sent to Japan should be 
able to prove the contrary to be true. But these “exchange” pro- 
fessors have to play a dual role of scholar and citizen abroad. Their 
academic lectures are but a fraction of their work. They become 
spokesmen, as it were, of one civilization to another. ‘This requires 
something more than encyclopedic knowledge or attainments as a 
scholastic specialist. Some measure of eloquence, sOme charm of 
personality, some evidences of culture as well as of erudition, some 
facility in interpretation of national life to men of other traditions, 
should be the possession of the ideal “exchange” protessor.

But it is urged with the hope that, by defining 
and centralizing authority and adequately remunerating commis- 
sioners selected, the service may be freed from those corrupting 
and hampering relations with politicians, grafters and their ilk that 
have handicapped the work of the best of bureau chiefs, owing 
to the anomalous relations in which they have stood, both with 
reference to the secretary of the interior and to the civilian board 
of unpaid amateurs. This plan, at least, spells liberty and responsi- 
bility combined. Given effect in statute law it will at once enable 
Commissioner Sells to carry out effectively policies of reform based 
on protection of the Indian against forces hostile to his pecuniary, 
moral and political well-being.

Secretary Wilson, with 
his views as to “labor,” is not likely to urge any retreat from 
restrictions that already exist. But he can do much to abate those 
domestic tragedies and bitter disappointments that now follow rejec- 
tion of emigrants at Ellis island. Transfer of place and time of 
testing nearer to the point of embarking for the voyage across the 
Atlantic would aid all concerned. Much more insistent will be 
the demand for something of the kind if the turn of migration from 
Europe to the Pacific coast states takes on the proportions antici- 
pated, after the opening of the Panama canal. 

Increased pecuniary expense incurred in such a system of pre- 
embarkment testing should not act as a deterrent if thereby both 
those who would migrate and those who must reject them as fellow 
nationals are saved from needless difficulties.
